MOSCOW (UPI). — An official re- 
port blaming cabin pressure failure 
as the killer of the three Soyuz 11 
cosmonauts may be published in the 
next’ few days, foreign communist 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said Soviet scientists 
imformed them the report probably 
will mention only the medical cau- 
ses of the deaths of Georgy Dobro- 
volsky, Viadislavy Volkov and Viktor 
Patsayev. It will not go into details 
of the technical faults that led to 
the tragedy, they said. 

The medical cause, the sources 
said, was embolism — a condition 
in which particies in the blood 
stream block the flow of blood co 
vital organs. In this case the par- 
ticles were air bubbles that formed 
when cabin pressure dropped, the 
sources said. The malady !s similar 
to the deep sea divers’ “bends” that 
result if a diver rises too quickly 
to the surface. 

The sources said conjecture on th? 
technical failure centred on the 
moment of separation between the 
two main compartments of the So- 


yuz ship, the orbital compartment.

Scientific sources have eaid that “ 


the Scvlets planned to send more 
cosmonauts to Salyut in relays, but 
the Soyuz 11 tragedy may bring 
postponement cr cancellation of the 
programme. 

The reports of cabin pressure 
fallure as the cause of death seemed 
to rule out weightlessness as a fac- 
tor. At first many experts feared 
that the cosmonauts’ bodies had 
been so weakened by 24 days of 
weightlessness that they could not 
withstand the forces of re-entry. If 
that had been the case both the 
Soviet Union and the U.S. would 
have been forced to halt all their 
manned spacefilght programmes and 
develop artificlal gravity systems to 
overcome the weightlessuess barrier. 

A possible result of the Soyuz 
tragedy, Western experts said, could 
be ἃ re-evaluation of the decision to 
abandon the use of protective space- 
suits in Soviet manned filghts. The 
cosmonauts wore only coveralls and 
communications helmets during 
blastoff and re-entry. 

‘The cosmonauts were laid to rest 
Fyiday in the Kremin wali, the 
traditional burial place for fallen 
Soviet heroes. They were eulogized 
at funeral ceremonies in Red Square 
as men whose flight aboard the 
world's first space laboratory 
“opened up vast possibilities for all 
mankind.” 


Egyptian charged with 
spying for Israel 


CAIRO (Reuter). — An Egyptian 
engineer has been charged with spy- 
ing for Usrael, the Middle East News 
Agency (Mena) reported yesterday. 
It said that Atia Dahmy Amin al- 
Iskandar, 35, was recruited by the 
Israelis after the 'Six Day War and 
had been under surveillance by 
Egyptian security for some time. 
He was arrested on May 17.

GECRETARY of State Thomas Jef- 
ferson, a reasonable man, was 
sorely vexed. The American chargé 
@affaires in Spain, William Car- 
michael, bad vanished almost with- 
out 8 trace. For close το ae 
years — from August, , τα 
May 1789 — Mr. Carmichael had 
supplied Mr. Jefferson with nothing 
but acknowledgments ‘of letters re- 
ceived. For the next two years he 
ceased even to acknowledge let- 
ters. In May, 1791 he surfaced once, 
then fell into silence again. In No- 
vember of that year, Mr. Jefferson 
finally decided to teach Mr. Car- 
michael a lesson. He sent the ab- 
sentee chargé a stiff. note: 

“You certainly will not wonder 
if the receipt of but one letter in 
two years and a half inspires a 
considerable degree of impatience,” 
wrote Mr. Jefferson. 

This story ie often told, with a 
measure of wry amusement, and 
an occasional inadvertent embelish- 
ment, in U.S. Bimbassies the world 
over these days. The other day we 
heard it retold in one of these

EYER TBE ‘nows that the U.S. 

is Israel's biggest tradé part- 
ner. But one is astonished to learn 
that tiny Israel renks among the 
top 25 nations trading with the 
American giant. Indeed, Israel tops 
the combined - Arab countries not 

as America’s comrade in arms 
in the Near Hast, but also as its 
trade partner. 

Moreover, the trade flow between 
the two countries is more balanced 
than is widely assumed. To be sure, 
in 1950 our export to the U.S. ac- 
counted for only & per cent of our 
imports of American goods. But in 
1960 the figure was 20 ner cent, 
and in 1970 it approximated 50 per 
cent. This trend is the more re- 
markable when it is noted that-no 
similar advance is to be found in 
our trade relations with most other 
countries. In 1960 our exports to 
markets outside:the U.S. accounted 
for 53 per cent of our respective 
Imports, and 56 per cent in 1970. 

It must also be recalled that the 
U.S. economy experienced a slow- 
down im the past year, resulting in 
8, 14 per cent drop in our exports 
to that market. In the long run,

SABBATH DEMONSTRATION 
IN CAPITAL TURNS into RIO

A demonstration against the ‘desecration of the Sabbath by the Egged Bus Cooperative” ended in 8. 


riot yesterday afternoon, leaving 10 persons, including two policemen, injured. The protest 


meeting 


begen about five p.m: near the Central Bus Station, at the entrance to the city, when 200 Orthodox de- 


monstrators, led by Rabbi Amram Blau, gathered to shout 
Egged buses. (The Sabbath officially ended in Jerusalem yesterday at 7.32 p.m.) 


Meanwhile, a group of nop-reli- 
ious youths from nearby Romema, 
armed with sticks and rocks, began 
to mock the demonstrators. Police- 
men in the vicinity attempted to 
maintain order and prevent the Ro- 
mema youths from attacking the 
yeshiva students. But despite the 
police efforts, several of the yeshiva 
boys were struck and spat upon. 

The clashes continued for about 
30 minutes. 

Reporters at the scene said a 
large number of the demonstrators 
were English-speaking yeshiva .stu- 
dents. 

From the Central Bus Station, the 
demonstrators proceeded up Jaffa 
Road towards the centre of the city, 
with thé  counter-demonstrators 
throwing stones after them. 

The marchers turned left on Re- 
hov Haturim, toward Mekor Baruch. 
‘When they reached Rehov Ben Μ8- 
tHtyahu, police cars arrived on the 
scene. The officers were met with 
shouting and protests. One police- 
man standing by a jeep was kicked, 
and other policemen who came to 
his aid were met by blows. 

They succeeded.in getting the 
\njured policeman Menahem 
Hadira — into a jeep. Then, ag they 
were driving away, the police ran 
into a hall of empty bottles and 
rocks. Another policeman was also 
‘injured, in the shoulder. 

Bystanders, apparently angered by 
the attacks on the police, began 
stoning the Sfat Emet Yeshiva, 
where some of the Orthodox mar- 
chers had taken shelter. They, in 
turn, hurled rocks back into the 
crowd in the street. 

Police cars arriving on the scene 
had to keep their distance because 
of the shower of rocks and empty 
bottles exchanged between the crowd 
on the street and the yeshiva stu- 
dents inside the Ὁ 4 

A. “cease-fire” went into effect at 
about 6.30 p.m. after police finally 
gained contro! οὗ the situation and 
halted the battle. Meanwhile, rest- 
Gents of nearby quarters, most of 
them Orthodox, began congregating 
‘at street corners to assess the situa- 
tion and argue over who began the 
stone throwing. 

Later in the evening, reporter Sha- 
lom Cohen adds, the narrow main 
road of Mea Shearim looked as if 
it had been subjected to a cloud- 
burst. A ‘police water cannon, its 
blue light flashing, 
along’ Rehov Mea Shearim, halting 
and aiming {ts two water cannon 
whenever stones were flung at the 
vehicle from balconies or side streets. 

As 300n as the “clonk” of stones 
was heard striking the foie ve- 
hicle, spotlighta on the vehicle were 
tured on, and its two water can- 
non swung round and shot streams 
of water in the direction of the 
assailants, At times, the target 
— & second floor — wes 
only a few metres from the bar- 
rels of the water cannon. Black- 
coated Orthodox youths could fre- 
quently be seen throwing atones as 
the water vehicle approached, or 
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shouting to encourage others to do 
so. Ag the water cannon moved on, 
clusters of local residents went run- 
ning helter-skelter for shelter or 
concealment. Stones lay strewn along 
the road.

“I am gravely concerned ghbout 
cheating on school examinatious: if 
there have been complaints, pre- 
sumably there must be some kind 
of basis for them,” Mr. Elad Peled. 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Education, sald on Friday.

matriculation (bagrut) exam. He 
was specifically referring to the 
king of complaints which have ap- 
peared recently in the “Readers’ 
Letters” column of The Jerusalem 

Cheating in exams, Mr. Peled 
said, might be the product of “to- 
getherness” in Israeli society, where- 
by students regularly study in 
groups. However, this does not 
make it right, he sald. The phe- 
nomenon is “very disturbing” and 
“perhaps Indicates a basic iack of 
honesty in our society." _ 

We have to fight cheating, Mr 
Peled said, os “it may be the first 
step towards opportunism and le- 
vantiniem”" : 

Cheating in the U.S. .which is 
2 much more competitive society 
than Israel, is a much more hostile 
act, he said, At the same time, he 
admitted, life in Israel is rapidly be- 
coming more competitive. 

Mr. Peled said. he did not know 
bow prevalent cheating actually 
wasin schools, but he said various

—but also places on record France's 
opposition to ail acts of violence and 
support for the freedom of naviga- 
tion on the high seas. 

The suggestion implicit in the 
French statement, that a similar 
attack carried out within the terri- 
torial waters of, say, South Yemen, 
might have been less reprehensibie, 
15 not likely to be accepted in Jeru- 
salem.
